When a whole 
country is covered with wounded 
men, no ordinary peace- time med- 
ical service suffices. When I left 
Spain there wasn’t a single X-ray 
plate in Valencia.” 

Malraux told of seeing the first 
American ambulances in Spain be- 
fore he left. “They are admirably 
equipped. We must not wait until 
which is unorganized becomes or- 
ganized—we must not wait until the 
Red Cross begins to function as a 
medical organization. Everything 
which is ready must be utilized at 
once. Men are suffering every hour. 
The American people must seni X- 
ray plates and anesthetics to the 
American Ambulance Corps.

In preparation for the convention 
of the YCL we feel that a study of 
the problems of our League in the 
Chicago packing industry is ap- 
propriate. This report is the re- 
sult of thorough-going discussion 
on the part of all of our YCLers 
active in and around industry. 

Chicago is a city of basic in- 
dustry, yet how far does the com- 
position of the League reflect this 
fact? Of the 25 branches in the 
city only three are shop units, 
Steel, Packing and Radio. With 
the exception of Steel, we believe 
that the District has lagged very 
much in its policy of concentra- 
tion on the shops. In order to im- 
prove this situation it is our 
opinion that the branch member- 
ship must become convinced of the 
supreme importance of drawing 
into our movement youth employed 

basic industry. The branches 
should lay plans for the de- 
velopment of special activity in 
those places where such youth are 
to be found, paying strict attention 
to the need for recruiting these 
young people into the League.
